MONEY FOR THE MAILS. 


The Senate Passes the Day on the 
Postoffice Appropriations. 

Washington, February 14.—Mr. Call’s 
resolution as to the Louisiana or Honduras 
lottery in Flerida, occupied the time of 
the senate in the morning hour until it 
was shelved by a motion to resume con- 
sideration of the postoffice appropriation 
bill. General debate on the postal bill con- 
tinued until 3 o'clock, p. m., when, in ac- 
cordance with the agreement made yester- 
day, discussion ceased and the senate was 
brought to a vote on the railway nail 
service amendment, and the amendments 
offered to it by Senators Blackburn and 
Vilas. But first the point of order had to 
be decided, whether an amendment report- 
ed by the committee on appropriations was 
or was not in order as “general legisla- 
tion on an appropriation Dill,’’ 

The vice president submitted the ques- 
tion to the senate. The amendment is to 
insert these words in the item appropriat- 
ing $3,206,000 for railway ‘postoffice car 
service. 

“Said sum shall be expended under the 
direction and in the discretion of the post- 
master general and any provision of «x- 
isting law in conflict herewith is hereby 
repealed,”’ 

The vote wes taken—yeas 17, nays °9—on 
the question as tc whether the amend- 
ment was in order. The following is the 
vote in detail:

Mr. Blackburn's amendment directs a 
reduction of at least 10 per cent in the 
rates paid to the railway companies and 
Mr. Vilas offered, as a substitute for that, 
his proposition for the purchase of postal 
cars by the government. 

The Vilas substitute was laid on the table 
by a vote of 51 yeas to 10 nays. 

Mr, Blackburn’s amendment was also 
laid on the table by a vote of 42 to 19. 

The next vote | ive * 
reported from the committee on appropria® 
tiens to strike out of the house bill the 
amendment appropriating $19,614 for spec- 
jal facilities on trimk Mnes from Spring- 
field, Mass, by way of New York and 
Washington to Atlanta and New Orieans. 

Mr. Butler gave notice of an amendment 
looking to a division of the appropriation 
between the Southern railway, ihe. Sea- 
board Air-Line and the Atlantic Coast 
Line, that would seem to be fair. 

After much discussion a vote was taken 
on Mr. Sherman’s amendment to add to 
the house paragraph an appropriation cf 
$150,000 for necessary and special {xucilities 
on trunk lines between Louisville, Coving- 
ton. Newport, Cincinnati, Atlanta, Jack-. 
sonville, Chattanooga, Birmingham, New 
Orleans, and Texas points, with a proviso 
that no part of the appropriation in the 
paragraph shall be expended unless the 
postmaster general shall deem such ex- 
penditure necessary to promote the inter- 
est of the postal service, The amendment 
was defeated.

The bill which had been all this time in 
committee, was reported to the senate. 
Mr. Blackburn moved to amend the item 
appropriating $196,000 for the fast mail ser- 
vice from Springfield Mass., to New Or- 
leans, by reducing the amount to $176,962— 
a 10 per cent reduction on existing rates, 

Action was not taken on this amend- 
ment and the bill went over until tomor- 
row. 

The agricultural appropriation bili was 
reported from the committee on appro- 
priations and placed on the calendar. 

The credentials of Mr. Augustus QO. 
Bacon, as senator from the state of Geor- 
gia for the term beginning March 4th, 
next, were presented by Mr. Walsh, 1ead 
and placed on file.

GOLDBUGS CRUSHED. 


Wilson's Gold Bond Bill Defeated by a 
Handsome Majority. 


CHARGES OF A CORRUPT DEAL MADE 


Cleyeland’s Ex-Law Partner Is De- 
clared to Be the Go-Between. 


CANNON SUGGESTS IMPEACHMENT 


He Says That the Democrats Would Im- 
peach a Republican Secretary for 
Doing W hat Carlisle Has Done. 


Washington, February 14.—Another day's 
debate in the house upon the financial 
question has but served to emphasize the 
fact that no legislation affecting the finan- 
cial situation is to be expected trom the 
fifty-third congress. A week ago the house 
refused, by a vote of 162 to 135, to adopt 
the last Springer banking and currency 
bill, which contained a provision author- 
izing the issue of long-time interest-bear- 
ing bonds, and today, by the still more 
decisive vote of 167 to 120, it declined to 
authorize the issue of $65,000,000 3 per cent 
gold bonds with which to replace the 3% 
per cent bonds negotiated with the Mor- 
gan-Belmont syndicate in payment for the 
purchase of 3,500,000 ounces of gold coin. 

The consideration of the joint resoluticn 
for this purpose reported yesterday from 
the committee on ways and means, by 
‘Chairman Wilson, occupied all of the ses- 
sion of six and a half hours, and the dis- 
cussion attracted an attendance of spec- 
tators which overflowed the public gala- 
ries and encroached upon that reserved for 
the diplomatic corps and other distinguisb- 
ed visitors. The debate followed in a gen- 
eral way the lines of the debate on the 
‘Springer bill last week, but the opposition 
today was much more aggressive than on 
that occasion. ; 

Tom Reed and Turner. 

Mr. Wilson was aided in advocacy of the 
measure by Mr. Reed, republican, of Maine; 
Payne, republican, of New York; Turner, 
democrat, of Georgia, and Bynum, demo- 
crat, of Indiana; all members of the com- 
mittee on ways and means, who urged 
that the joint resolution was a business 
matter merely, disassociated from politics 
or anything of that kind, the passage of 
which would result in a saving of $16,000,000 
to the people. Their efforts were’ seconded 
by Messrs. Daniels, republican, of New 
York; Stone, republican, of Pennsylvania: 
Coombs and Hendrix, democrats, of New 
York; Springer, democrat, of Illinois, and 
Cooper, democrat, of Florida. 

A Corrupt Deal Charged. 

The opposition to the passage of the joint 
resolution was led by Mr. Hopkins, repub- 
lican, of Illinois; and Mr. Bryan, demo- 
crat, of Nebraska, members of the com- 
mittee on ways and means, and it develop- 

¢ startling points. Mr. Hopkirs as- 
serted that the president was not ani- 
mated by patriotic motive in sending his 
latest message to congress, but a desire 
to unload upon that body the responsibility 
for a transaction negotiated by his former 
law partner, that would net the syndicate 
represented by him $25,000,000. Mr. Bryan 
Geclared the scheme proposed in the joint 
resolution to be another step in the accom- 
plishment of the conspiracy to strangle 
silver, and solemnly assured the house 
that so serious did he consiaGer it to be 
that were there any probubility of its pas- 
sage and the forfeiture of his life would 
avail, he would gladly lay down his life 
in that behalf. 

Impeachment Hinted At. 

Mr. Cannon, republican, of Illinois, hinted 
at impeachment, and Mr. Hepburn, repub- 
lican, of Iowa, said that the republicans 
who favored the measyre proposed a new 
policy, a repudiation of all the declara- 
tions of the party in the past and the in- 
Stitution of a new policy that called for 
a new following. 

Other speeches against the joint resolu- 
tion were.made by Messrs. McMillin, dem- 
ocrat, of Tennessee; Wheeler, democra,/of 
Alabama, and Grosvenor, republican, of 
Ohio, members of the committee on ways 
and means; Messrs. Livingston, democrat, 
of Georgia; Northway and Hulick, repub- 
licans, of Ohio; Bland and Hatch, demo- 
crats, Of Missouri; Kemp, populist, of Ne- 
braska; Simpson, populist, of Kansas, and 
Van Voorhis, republican, of New York. 

The vote was taken at 5 o’clock upon the 
question, ‘“‘shall the oint resolution be en- 
grossed and read a third time?’ the result 
being as stated—yeas, 120; nays, 167.

TO FIGHT THE BOND ISSUE, 


K nights of Labor Have Decided to Re- 
tain Counsel for That Purpose. 
Philadelphia, Pa., February 14.—The gen- 

eral executive board of the Knights of La- 

bor, in secret session yesterday, decided to 
retain eminent counsel and combat the bond 
issue of President Cleveland and Secretary 

Carlisle as unauthorized and illegal. This 

action is in line with the views of General 

Master Workman Sovereign, who has been 

open in his denunciation of the bond issue 

from its inception. 

The board discussed the adoption of a 
new degree to be known. as the primary 
degree, ahd will promulgate work for the 
degree during the present session. New or- 
ganizers are constantly being appointed, 
nearly four hundred having been appoint- 
ed during the present session. 

J. G. Schonfaber has resigned the editor- 
jal chair and Master Workman Sovereign 
will assume temporary charge of the paper, 
and will remain in this city for a number 
of months, 


WILL CARRY OUT HIS DEAL. 


Mr. Cleveland Will at Once Iasue His 
Bonds. 

Washington, February 14.—The time for 
the president to formerly ratify the contin- 
gent agreement with the Morgan-Belmont 
syndicate to purchase $65,000,000 in gold by 
selling at $62,000,000 in 4 per cent thirty- 
vears bonds on a 3% per cent interest basis 
does not expire until February 18th. The 
opinion is, however, expressed tonight in 
financial circles that the president will re- 
gard the action by the house today as indi- 
cative of its purpose not to pass any gold 
bond measure and that he will at once 
order 4 per cent coin bonds printed "7a 
delivered to the syndicate. Already about 
$10,000,000 in gold has been paid by the syn- 
dicate, and from , $5,000,000 to $7,000,000 in 
gold is also on the waters en route from 
Europe to this country to pay for the 
bonds. Some of the gold will also come 
from Canada. Interest on the bonds will 
begin when the gold for them is deposited, 
after the’ president formally accepts the 
syndicate’s offer, whether the bonds are 
ready for delivery or not. 


SURRENDER OF WEI-HAI-WEI. 
Chinese Hoist a Flag of Truce and Ask 
for a Conditional Surrender. 
Washington, February 14—A _ telegram 
from Tokio, dated today, has been re- 
ceived by the Japanese minister, stating 
that, on the 12th instant, Admiral Ting 
sent to Admiral Ito a gunboat, displaying 
the flag of truce, and proposed to surren- 
der to the Japanese all the men-of-war and 
fortifications at Wei-Hai-Wei, together 
with the arms, stores, munitions of war, 
etc.«in his possession, on condition that 
the 3 of the Chinese combatants and 
of e foreignets in the Chinese service 
should be spared. The condition was ac- 
cepted by Admiral Ito, and it is thought 
at the legation that the surrender has al- 

ready been completed. 

The following cablegram was received at 
tne state department today:

SUFFERING SEAMEN. 


of Stranded Vessels 
Rescued. 

Baltimore, February 14.—Two shipwreck- 
ed crews were brought into port this after- 
noon by the British steamship Queens- 
more, from Liverpool. The men had scf- 
fered terribly and two had died from ex- 
posure before the rescuers arrived. 

On Monday night at 10 o’clock, Captain 
Hawkett, of the Queensmore, when about 
199 miles E. N. E., of Cape Charles, saw 
signals of distress, and running along- 
side, found the schooner, Alma Cummings, 
from Port Royal, 8. C., for Boston, with 
lumber, in command of Captain Cummings, 
with a crew of seven men. The boat was 
leaking badly and had been kept afloat 
for two days only through the unceasing 
efforts of the crew at the pumps. They 
had gone without food, and most of the 
men had their‘hands and feet badly frozen. 
They were completely exhausted when 
taken from the sinking vessel. 

On the following morning the Queens- 
more found, one hundred miles E. N. E. of 
Cape Charles, a small boat in whic were 
six men and two corpses, the crew of the 
schooner Marian F. Sprigg. ‘rhe Sprigg 
was bound from Lamberts Point for Bos- 
ton with a cargo of coal, in charge of Cap- 
tain Ira W. Hatch. The heavy ice cut her 
through and she sank at the mouth of 
the Chesapeake bay almost before the 
small boat could be launched. There was 
no time in which to provision her, nor to 
save the crew’s effects. The boat was 
blown out to sea and for forty-eight hours 
the men battled with the waves, biting 
winds and the pangs of hunger and thirst. 
E. W. Patterson, of Chelsea, Mass.,; and 
Charles Urban, of Philadelphia, died of 
exposure.

A Joint Mesting of the Commission 
and the Board to Be Held. 


ANOTHER ELECTION IN DOUGLAS COUNTY 


The House Committee on Elections Finds 
No Legal Election There—Rewarcs tor 
Murderers in Two Famous Cases. 


The result of the canvass made by the 
state commission by letter and through its 
agents has not been as fuvorable as was 
hoped, and a conference between the ex- 
position directors and the state commis. 
gion will be asked for by the latter body. 

The state commissioners met yesterday 
morning and made a thorougli canvass of 
the situation as ascertained through cor- 
respondence and through the report of 
State Agent Kelly. The meeting was a 
long one. Nothing official concerning the 
results or the action taken was given out, 
but one. of the members said afterwards: 

“The report that we decided there should 
be no state exhibit unless the exposition 
company furnishes us 4 separate building, 
is not strictly true, We have however, 
not met with much encouragement in our 
efforts to secure contributions of money 
and material for a state building, and we 
a@re going to ask for a meeting with the 
exposition board to present to them the 
exact situation. 

“We hoped that there would be no trou- 
bie in securing from the different interests 
of the state the money and material for 
the building, but frankly, our efforts have 
mot met with the success we expected, 
We found that many people declined to 
give on the ground that tne exposition 
company had hade the distinct promise of 
@ separate building if an appropriation for 


_@n exhibit be made. Then we found that 


the railroads took no interest at all in our 
efforts, they taking the stand that they 


had done through the expesition board all 
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-Trat they gould possibly do. 


This was a 
great disappointment and it certainly seems 
@ great oversight on the part of the rail- 
roads, for the success of a Georgia exhibit 
would naturally mean more tv them than 
any other feature of the exposition—more 
indeed than all the cest put together. 
An exhibit of the resources of Georgia will 
do more to develop the country through 
which their lines run than anything else 
could, and yet the railruads wouid rot 
even a 4 @ pass to our state agent, who is 
devoting his entire time to that exhibit, 
much less give us any other materia) aid. 
“We expect to acquaint the exposition 
board with the exact facts and advise with

Utah will undoubtedly elect ber two sen- 
ators ang have them present at the conven- 
ing of congress next December. It is gen- 
erally thought now that they will both be 
republicans. With Utah a state, the senate 
will consist of ninety members, forty-six 
being a majority, , 

Supposing the three states now deadlock- 
ed elect each a republican senator and that 
Utah sends two republicans, the senate 
will be made up politically as follows: Re- 
publicans, forty-fivé; democrats, thirty- 
one; populists, four; and Jones and Stewart, 
of Nevada. These latter two were chosen 
as repubiicans, but have wandered away 
from the strict confines of the fold on the 
Silver question. Should the three states 
of Delaware, Idaho and Oregon not elect 
the senate would consist of eighty-seven 
members, of whom forty-two would be re- 
publicans, thirty-nine democrats, four pop- 
ulists, and Jones and Stewart, while a 
majority would be forty-four. In no event 
will the republicans have a clear majority 
unless the two senators from Nevada act 
and vote with them. Should they do so, 
the republicans would have a majority with 
the two from Utah, but would lack one of 
& majority until the Utah* senators are 
Seated. 

The changes for the three states in doubt 
to elect are, in the case of two, growing 
Smaller every day. The Oregon and Idaho 
legislatures have the length of their ses- 
sions limited by the constitutions of the 
States. These periods have nearly expired, 
and they seem farther from an election 
than ever. It is a singular feature of the 
contest in Oregon that Dolph received votes 
enough in the two houses, if added to- 
gether, to elect, but the election that day 
was held in each house separately and he 


failed to carry one of the houses. When 
the vote was taken in joint session the 
next day he lacked one of receiving a ma- 
jority of the two houses combined. Since 
then he has continually lost until he seems 
now to have no chance whatever of eilec- 
tion. The opposition are only waiting till 
they get a majority, when they will call a 
caucus and name their man. But before 
this happens, the fear here is that the ses- 
sion will expire by constitutional limita- 
tion. Very much the same condition of af- 
fairs exists in Idaho. The fight there is 
three-cornered, with the only chance of an 
election being apparently the withdrawal 
of all three carididates and the substitu- 
tion of some one who can be elected. 

In Delaware Higgins, Massey and Addicks 
are still dividing the legislature. If Has- 
sey were to withdraw and his votes to «xo 
to Higgins, it would elect him. If they 
went to Addicks it is understood that 
enough votes would leave Higgins to elect 
the millionaire gas man. The republican 
senators would like to see Higgins = re- 
turned, but rather than have the seat va- 
cant in the next congress, they would hail 
Addicks’s election with satisfaction, if not 


joy. 


CRAIG’S TRIAL POSTPONED. 


His Intimate Friends Shocked at the 
Disclosures About Him. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., February 14.-—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Another of society’s idols has fallen 
and lies shattered in the dust of dis 


grace. , 
Probably nbd tragedy of its kind ever 
enacted in Chattanooga has so shocked 
all classes so much as the killing in the 
Russell house, Tuesday, of A. M. Womble, 
by Robert F. Craig, county trustee. Most 
of all was society shocked by the develop- 
ments relative to Mr. Craig's dissipated 
habits. Many knew that he had a weak- 
ness for whisky, but only a few knew that 
he used cocaine to excess. For the latter 
drug he had a passionate desire, acquiged 
from having used it seven years ago for 
a few weeks, after an operation on the 
nose to alleviate the pain following the 
operation. In this: way he learned ‘to love 
its effects and kept up its use. Whenever 
the insane desire for the drug seized. him, 
he would purchage five or six ounces and 
take one ounce at a time by pouring it 
down his nostrils and then blowing it out. 
He has legions of friends, as is proved 
by their constancy now by the vote he re- 
ceived at the late election, which was the 
largest vote, democratic or republican, re- 
ceived by any candidate on the ticket. 

In society he has always been a favorite, 
To the ladies his manly beauty meant 
the health of morality and his polite de- 
meanor the evidence of a gentleman. 

It will readily be seen, therefore, why 
such a shudder ran through the swell set, 
and especially the feminine part, at the 
disclosures made of his habits and phy- 
sical ailments. 

Just what occurred in the room before the 
fight and during the melee has not been 
definitely settled, but it appears that Mr. 
Womble went to Mr. Craig’s room at the 
latter’s invitation to look over some fig- 
ures. These figures were the country trial 
balances of the county finances, as shown 
by Mr. Craig’s books after they had been 
audited and put in shape by Mr. Womble. 
Between the figures on the books and Mr. 
Craig’s cash there is a difference of $2,232.87. 
To Mr. Craig the shortage was unaccount- 
abie. He intimated to Mr. Womble that 
the county warrants for the same had not 
been turned in. Mr. Womble angrily de- 
nied the insinuation. 

Springing up, Mr. Craig ran to a drawer 
and took from it a piece of paper. ‘“Here,’”’ 
he said, “are your own figures for it,’’ 

“You’re a liar,” Womble cried, and 
sprang for the paper held in the young 
man’s upraised hand. 

Then the fight commenced. The combat 
was terrible. It lasted ten or fifteen min- 
utes. Sometimes one man was down and 
sometimes the other. They fought from 
one end of the room to the other, All the 
smaller pieces of furniture were broken. 
The chandelier globes and bric-a-brac were 
smashed to smithereens. 

Finally Mr. Craig secured his pistol. He 
fired it. The shot entered Womble’s side 


aorta artery, the largest artery in the ab- 
domen. Then it was that Womble ran 
out of the room crying, “Help, murder, 
murder, help,” and Mr. Craig followed 
him. Half way down the stairs the wournd- 
ed man fell exhausted and tumbled to the 
bottom. Craig deliberately descended and 
fired at him twice from the third step of 
the stairs. Womble was lying on his back 
begging for mercy, It did not avail. The 
shot received in the room would have 
proved fatal, anyhow. 

Several causes are assigned for Craig’s 
temporary insanity. The efficacy of the 
Keeley cure is questioned. Mr. Craig had 
taken it three times. The diseases which 
have afiiicted him and affected his nervous 
system were also assigned as suflicient 
cause by the doctor. 

Craig’s preliminary trial was to have 
been held this morning, but owing to his 
mental condition and extreme nervous- 
ness, it Was postponed by advice of physi- 
cians until Monday morning. Womble’s 
funeral occurred at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. 

The Rev. T. H. McAllie delivered an 
address and quietly roasted Craig. He said 
he wanted to raise his voice to protest 
against such acts as bloodshed and de- 
clared that though Craig would probabiy 
escape punishment by law, he could not 
escape the judgment of God,

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Populists Defeat the Appropriation for 
an Exhibit at the Exposition. 


A G090 FIGHT MADE FOR THE BILL 


The Bill Requiring Insurance Compsnies 
to Refund Patd Up Premiums Passes 
the Senate—Convict Bill Passed. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 14.—(Special.) 
The bill proposing to appropriate $10,000 
from the agricultural fund of the state for 
the purpose of making a state exhibit at 
the Atlanta exposition, was defeated in 
the house tonight by the populist vote. 
Messrs. John, Keller, Meador and Brooks 
made a fine fight for the bill. On Mr. 
Knight’s motion’ to lay the bill on the 
. table, only sixty-three members were pres- 
ent and voted. Twenty-three democrats and 
one populist, Mr. Forman, of St. Clair, 
voted no on the proposition to table, and 
ten democrats and twenty-nine populists 


voted yea. 

The democrats who voted against adver- 
tising Alabama’s greatness at the expos!- 
tion were: Messrs. Sanford, Knight, Cal- 
houn, Brown, of Russell, Davis, Fletcher, 
Gibbons, Graves, Seal and 6mith. 
The press and the people of the 
state have appeared to be united on the 
advisability of making a lMberal appro- 
priation and the action of tonight’s meet- 
ing will be greatiy deplored in all parts of 
the state. 

After Insurance Companies. 

The senate passed the bill requiring life 
inBurance companies before they can con- 
test the payment of a policy of insurance 
for fraud, to pay into cuurt all of the 
premiums that shall have been paid on the 
policy, and, in the event the company wins 
the suit, all of the premiums shali revert 
to the heirs of the assured. This bill has 
passed both houses. 

The House passed the senate convict bill 
today after several days’ discussion. The 
bill is voluminious affair wit h over a4 
hundred sections. it provides an entirely 
new system for the state. lt provides 
that the convicts may be leased in lots of 
fifty or mofé to mine operators, railroad, 
contractors, farmers, or almost anybody 
who wif bid for them. It provides for a 
state cofivict board to consist of the gov- 
ernor and three (inspectors, who shall 
‘have the entire management of the con- 
victs of the state and counties. It requires 
the humane treatment of the prisoners. 

Mr. John, of Birmingham, fought hard 
against the bill. He urged that the prison- 
ers be not put back into the mines, and 
told the assembly of all of the horrible hab- 
ite and practices of convicts, when buried 
alive together. Other members urged that 
the state was compelled to return to some- 
thing like the old system for the reason 
that the former system had, for the past 
two years, been an expensive experiment. 
The bill passed by a vote of 41 to 27. The 
populists and the Jefferson county delega- 
tion voted against it. The house will take 
up tlie proposed election laws tomorrow. 


In Favor of the Government. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 14.—(Special) 
Information was received here today of 
the decision by the supreme court of the 
United States in the case of the United 
States vs. the Mobile and Girard railroad 
for the ownership of some 120,000 acres of 
valuable land in Baldwin and Covington 
counties, Alabama. The contest was de- 
cided in favor of the government.

The assets are 
about $209,000; liabilities about $20,000, in 
tris amount of Nabilities there is not 
placed the sum of. $1,000 to be paid to the 
attorney, C. L. Bartlett, who drew the 
deed of assignment, and $750 to be paid 
to the assignee for discharging his trust!

Shortly afterward her 
body was discovered beneath its surface. 
No cause for the deed is known.

FUSIONISTS FALL OUT. 


Populists Are Trying to Bulldoze and 
Run Over the Republicans, 

Raleigh, N. C., February 14.—(Special.)= 
The most important new bills introduced 
in the legislature today were to provide 
for the election of the agricultural com- 
mission by the legislature instead of his 
appointment by the governor: to extend 
for two years the time for the commence- 
ment of work on the Greensboro and Nor- 
folk railway; to require bonds from execu- 
tors; to provide for inspeciors of lumber; 
to promote the breeding of imported hurses. 

Yesterday the populists secured the pas- 
sage in the house of a resolution Tre quir- 
ing the judiciary committee to report today 
the 6 per cent interest bill; whis was con- 
strued by that committee as an insult and 
The Caucasian, Marion Butler’s pupulist 
organ, was the subject of attack by lead. 
ing republicans, such as Ewart end Lusk, 
who heartily denounced Butler’s methods 
and charged him with attempting to bull- 
doze the legislature. It was the liyeliest 
day of the session thus far. The scene was 
a very exciting one, and Bagwell, a popu- 
list, adged fuel to the fire when he de- 
clared that unless this bill was passed the 
populists would not vote with the repub- 
licans on any other measures of importance. 
This caused bitter speeches by the repub- 
licans. 

The action of the house yestarday in 
ordering the committee to report today 
was finally reconsidered. Then Hileman, 
the populist leader, tried to get the bill 
up on its second reading on suspension of 
the rules, The rules were not suspended. 

Another bitter debate arose on a bill to 
transfer Mitchell county from the eighth 
to the ninth district as necessary to fusion 
success in the latter district. Debate on 
this was not finished. 

The following bills were tabled: To pro- 
vide for compulsory education of the blind; 


| to make May 30th a legal holiday, and to 


prevent preferences by insolvent col1pora- 
tions. 

A bill was passed to require railways to 
redeem unused tickets and to prevent ticket 
scalping. The senate refused to concur in 
the important house amendment to the bill 
to punish railways for delays in shipments 
of perishable freight.

PASSENGER AGENTS ARE JUBILANT 


They Have Saved Their Organization from 
the Threatened Downtall—Other 
News of the Railroads. 


The meeting of the executive board of 


the Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation yesterday wags of no particular in- 
terest except to the railroads immediately 
interested. 

A number of freight matters were up for 
consideration and were adjusted to the 
satisfaction of all the members present. 

The executive board of the association 
has been in session in Atlanta sincd 
Wednesday, and has transacted many mat- 
ters of business of interest to fhe treight 


y departments of the roads that form the 
} Bouthern Railway and Steamship Associa- 


tion. 
The passenger men who have alo been 


.in session here since Monday have t:nished 


up their business and have adjourned un- 
til fhe 12th of March, when there is to be 
a final meeting in this city for the ¢urpose 
of ratifying the new contract they have 
agreed to which binds anew the passenger 
interests of all southern lines in fhe forma- 
tion of a new pessenger association. 

The passenger folks who remained in the 
city yesterday after the meeting were con- 
gratulating themselves upon the formation 
of new association upon different plans 
and different articles of agreement to those 
which have held the passenger interests af 
the roads of the south together for the past 
few years. 

The history of their troubles is well known 
to the railroad world. It is Known that 
dangerous discord reigned in the associa- 
tion until the agreement was finally reach- 
ed by which the roads were once more 
brought together in peace and harmony. 

While there were few changes made in 
the agreement as compared with the old 
contract, it is of general interest that 
the passenger men should have decided to 
pull loose from the freight organization 
known as the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association. 

One of the requirements of the new arti- 
cles of agreement is that the commissioner 
of the Southern States Passenger Associa- 
tion shall have no other duties than those 
which may be imposed by the association. 

Another change in the agreement is the 
clause of the new contract which provides 
for a different method of paying the ex- 
penses of the association. 

Heretofore it has been the system of the 
Southern Passenger Association to assess 
the members for current expenses accorging 
to the competitive earnings. This was @ 
rather vague and indefinite way of raising 
the money necessary for the sustenance of 
the association and this is one of the causes 
that led to the downfall of the old organiza- 
tion. 

The new plan will be to assess the mem- 
bers so much according to the mileage that 
is protected by the organization in its oper- 
ation. This will be a more just and equita- 
ble way of telling what each of the mem- 
bers should pay. .”

GERMAN SAILORS NOT DRILLED. 


A Statement of Herr Bebel During a 
Debate in the Reichstag. 

Berlin, February 14.—There was a lively 
debate in the reichstag today over the 
question as to the safety of ships at sea. 

Herr Frese, radical untonist, deputy for 
Bremen, alluding to the attacks which had 
been made in the press and elsewhere upon 
the North German Steamship Company 
and the ecriticism which had been made 
upon the management of the vessels, de- 
clared that the North German Lloyd ships 
were well built and equipped and their 
crews were the best that could be found 
in Germany, comparing favorably with 
the crews of the first-class ships of any 
other country, The men were experienced 
seamen and their officers were trained 
navigators. No precautions which human 
foresight could devise, he sald, had been 
neglected by the company as measures of 
ensuring the safety of the ships and the 
lives of their passengers. 

Herr Bebel, social democrat, declared 
that it was a standing reproach to the 
company’s management that the crews of 
its vessels had never been exercised in 
boa} pirills. He himself had conversed 
with sallors who had been eighteen years 
in the service and they were unanimous 
in their testimony that the crews had 
never been put through boat drills. Nor 
was that all. In the bulkheads of the 
company’s ships there were many doors. 
Here again the crews had never gen ex- 
, so that they might learn to close 
the doors quickly in the event of an emer- 
gency. He was of the opinion that in no 
bulkhead should there be a door. The bulk- 
heads ought to be absolutely water-tight 
from the keel to ghe main deck. If there 
were doors ip the bulkheads it would only

At A CAR MEEES 
Brooklyn Street Railway Strikers 
Anxious te Get Their Old Pinces. 
Brooklyn, N. ¥., February 14.—Despite the 
vote of the delegates of district assembly 
No. 75, Knights of Labor, to continue the 
strike, there was almost a stampede of 
the strikers this morning to get back to 
work. Some of the men who applied at 
the offices of the Brooklyn City railway 
said the vote of the delegates was simply 
a “bluff,” but that the secret order was 
for the meg to get back to work as best 
they could. At 8 o’clock over 100 men who 
went out on the strike had applied for 
work at Ridgewood stables. Superintend- 
dent gave them slips showing the order of 
their applications and sent them to Presi- 
dent’s L¢@wis’s office. The same course was 
pursued at the other depots. President 
Lewis did not have time to consider the 
applications today, but he put them on file. 
The men who are taken back are to be 
hired under individual contracts and put 

to work beside the non-union men. 

Later in the day, it developed that the 
return of the strikers to seek work was 
the result of a big split in the ranks of 
district assembly No, 7%. At the meeting 
last night, it is said, there was @ great 
row. Some of the master workmen of the 
local assemblies insisted that the strike 
should be declared off, saying that their 
assemblies had so voted. The mafority 
of she delegates, however, voted to continue 
the strike. . 

When the result was announced, the ma®- 
ter workmen who wanted the strike ended, 
arose and said they would not abide by the 
vote. This accounts for the rush for 
work, despite the vote of the assembly. 

Opinion of the Attorney General. 

Albany, N. Y., February 14.—In the mat- 
ter of application to the attorney general 
to commence an action to vacate the char- 
ter of the Brooklyn Heights Railroad Com- 
pany, Attorney General Hancock, in a long 
opinion, concludes: 

“T am satisfied, from a consideration of 
facts presented ty the petitioners, that 
they are not sufficient to justify the bring- 
ing of an action to annul the charter of the 
corporation.” 

In the matter of application to com- 
mence actions to remove the president of 
the Atlantic Avenue Railroad Company 
and the president of the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company for alleged violation of 
the ten-hour law, the ativrney general 
says: 

“The papers before me aliege in general 
terms a violation of the law, but the al- 
legations must be proved by legal evi- 
dence, which, so far as the presidents are 
concerned, has not yet been presented to 
me. If, however, it shal] appear from the 
investigations now or herearter to be made 
that it can be established by competent 
proof that the presidents of the compenies 
have broken the law by exacting excessive 
hours of labor from their employes, the 
cases will receive further consideration.” 


IT IS A HEAVY LOSS. 


All the Early Vegetables Killed—Seed 
Handled Free. 

Charleston, 8S. C., February 14.—(Special.) 
As all the early vegetables in this region 
have been destroyed, there is a promise 
of a very short crop this spring. The 
Southern Bxpress Company today annouse- 
ed that it would transport all vegetable 
seeds free of charge to any portion of ‘the 
state. The rate of seed brought from the 
Adams Express Company would only be 
two-thirds of the regular rates, the South- 
ern Express Company making no charge 
for transportation to any point in its terri- 
tory. The extent of the loss incurred in 
this immediate territory, which is the prin- 
cipal truck farming center of the state, may 
be seen when it is stated that the truck 
made around Charleston last year amount- 
ed to $232,500. Most of this business will 
be wiped out unless the truckers get to 
work with new crops at once. _ 


WANT THE CONTRACT ANNULLED 


Because They Say It Is a Clear Loss 
to the Company. 

Chicago, February 14.—Recsive-s MeNulta, 
Lawrence and Mitchell, of the whisky trust, 
had a jong conference with Judge Grosscup 
yesterday in chambers. They said they 
were investigating the validity of the con- 
tract made between President Greenbut 
and Neison Morris, three years ago, by 
which the trust egreed to feed 15,000 head 
of Gattle for 6 cents a day each head. This 
contract, it is alleged, was made with the 
company on the recommendation & Presi- 
dent Greenhut. The receivers told the court 
that the present market value of the feed 
was 9 cents a day for each animal, which 
meant a clear loss of 3 cents to the com- 
pany, amounting to $15 a day.

AHEAD ON HOGS. 


The Farmers of Sumter County in 
Good Condition. 

Americus, Ga., February 14.—(Special.)— 
Several days since mention was made of 
the fact that Major A. Lewis, of this 
city, owned three pigs that would net him 
1,600 pounds of meat. This estimate, even, 
was too low, the three hogs weizhing 
nearly 1,700 pounds dressed and yielding 


hams and shoulders. Some one has figur- 
ed it out that not less than 500,000 pounds 
of meat has been saved by the farmers of 
this immediate section this winter, one of 
them, Mr. P. A. Jackson, alone saving 
over 20,000 pounds on his plantation, a 
quantity sufficient to run him through the 
year. Not since the war has so much 
meat been raised in Sumter, and there's 
plenty of hominy, too, to go with it. This 
amount, together with the large quantity 
of potatoes, peas. : id syrup produced will 


come very near running the farmers this 


year. The west will be drawn on for meat 
to a very limited extent. There is also 
more than enough corn here to make an- 
other crop. If we were out of debt this 
section of Georgia would be in a better fix 
than it has been since the war. 


TERRELL’S NEW JAIL. 


It Will Be an Ornament to the Town 
of Dawson. 

Dawson, Ga, February 14.—(Special.)— 
Terrell’s new jail is to be erected on the 
corner of the courthouse square and will 
be an ornament, as_ to its looks, to that 
portion of the city. It will be of brick

courthouse and will be three stories high. 
The lower floor, front, will be the resi- 
dence portion of the jail and immediately 
in the rear will be space for eight steel 
cells.

The 
building will be so heated that when such 
cold weather comes as has been with us 
the past week the cells can be kept com- 
fortable.

For a long time 
Terrell county has been without proper 
quarters for its prisoners, but at last the 
prospect is bright for the speedy erection 
of a safe and comfortable home for those 
upon whom the law has laid its hands.

BUBNOS AYRES, 


One of the Most Progressive and Beautifal 
Cities in the World. 


A PLACE OF MANY POETIC HOMES 


Its Civilization Is Unique— Universal Street 
Cars and Hacks—Ubiquitous Lotte- 
riesand Gorgeous Funerals. 


Buenos Ayres, Argentina, January 8.— 
(Special.)\—Hemmed in here by cholera 
quarantines when there is none in this 
city and, waiting, too, for the senate or 
congress to act on the appropriation voted 
by the house for the Argentine Republic 
tv make an exhibit at our exposition, I have 
been uSing the delay and detention to 
acquaint the people more thoroughly with 
our country and resources and at the same 
time to get well informed about this city. 

The cholera situation is anomalous. 
There has been little of it anywhere, very 
little more than ordinary summer digestive 
difficulties, but it has created a scare 
that has demoralized the greater part of 
this continent and both interrupted mails 
and disorganized trade. Republics have 
quarantined against each other when there 
was no need of it and the mostaimpracti- 
cable methods have been adopted for pro- 
tection. 

The doctors and their friends have made 
& bonanza out of it and thrived upon the 
public apprehension. Travelers by the 
hundred have been forced into quarantine 
and compelled to pay high prices with no 
accommodationn and scanty fare for a 
long period and their baggage ruined by 
fumigation with wet steani. 

There were reported some cases in Rosa- 
rio, in the upper part of this republic. In 
Suenos Ayres tHere has béen no cholera. 
The city is very cleanly and healthy and 
yet all of the surrounding countries have 
quarantined against Argentina. The epi- 
demic so far has made no progress and 
has had no results except the inquiry to 
business and the inconvenience of travelers, 
The matter is a serious damage to com- 
merce. 


° 


Baenos Ayres. 

This city is a very big city, with every 
kind of big feature and element, and 
especially with a very big future. No one 
who examines it can fail to be impressed 
with its greatnesg in every respect. It is 
& beautiful city, thoroughly cosmopolitan, 
full of progress, with a live and enterpris- 
ing population, a big business, modern 
methods and aflame with fashion and cul- 
ture. We have no city in the United 
States, and I have seen the leading cities 
of two-thirds and more of the states of 
our union, that can compare to it in cos- 
mopolitanism in the element of varied citi- 
zenshrip. We, of course,in the United States 
have elements of every nationality, but 
our American personality prevails. But 
here there are large and powerful colonies 
of the first nations of the world, who re- 
tain, to a large extent, their national ap- 
pearance and traits. And yet they are be- 
ing absorbed into this composite civiliza- 
tion. There are large, distinctive elemen- 
tal bodies of Italians, English. Germans, 
French, Spaniards and Americans, with 
newspapers, banks, lines of steamers and 
business ‘houses, all conducted in their own 
language and flourishing. 

You can form some idea how Buenos 
Ayres is growing when I tell you that 
from 1880 to 1894 the population is claimed 
to have increased from 250,000 to 600,000, or 
the large number of 350,000 in fourteen 
years. Their official reports show this 
amazing fact, almost without parallel. I 
believe Chicago beats it, but I cannot re- 
call any others of our own cities that 
have shown the same ratio of development. 

A Solid City. 

One thing that impresses the obserVer 
besides its loveliness is the solidity of the 
city. It is substantial everywhere and 
in every quality of metropolitan thorough- 
ness kept up. The city is all brick and 
stone. The law forbids wooden buildings. 
There are no chimneys either, those agents 
of conflagration. Merely small metal or 
stone pipes are used. I understand that 
far out in the new part of the city chim- 
neys are being built. There is never any 
freeze and the natives do not use fire- 
places, but simply dress warmer. Some of 
our American and English residents, how- 
ever, tell me that artificial warmth is 
comfortable in the mild winter season, 
and they have gas and oil stoves and that 
the chimney is more used. 

Of course fire insurance does not have 
as much sway here, and there are no 
American fire insurance companies, only 
European, but the American are desired 
and there is an excellent opening for United 
States insurance. There are two life com- 
panies doing e@ good business. 

The architecture is very attractive. There 
are great handsome public buildings «nd 
residences with spacious yards full of semi- 
tropical vegetation, and all on a fine scale. 
But the majority of the residences are of 
one and two stories only. The lots are 
very deep and the houses begin at the 
pavement. The single story houses have 
fronts from fifteen to twenty-five feet high 
with dJarge doors, very high in the center 
and iron lattice work, Very open, on the 
outside of the window protecting it. The 
fronts are very ornamental, too. The 
front door opens into a hall leading into a 
marble court, either open overhead or with 
skylight and the apartments all open upon 
this court, that is filled with plants and 
fiowers and sometimes fountains and 
chairs, etc. This court arrangement is in- 
finitely varied and extended often into 
Suites of courts of the most artistic and 
picturesque description, according to the 
taste and wealth of the citizen. 

Some of these interiors are poetic and 
lovely beyond description and it can be 
understood what a fine chance they afford 
for the highest aesthetic effects. Somehow 
these beautiful interiors typify these peo- 
ple and their climate. You feel that the 
exquisite ‘home fits the civilization and 
exemplifies It. 

The two-story houses are upon the same 
plan save that the courts are put on the 
second floor, but the stairs and staircases 
are features of beauty that add infinitely 
to these handsome insides. The broad 
marble stairways, rich and ornate, have 
an affiluent look and are made into ar- 
cades, at least some of them, with great 
marble railings around and wide passways 
overlooking everything below and environ- 
ed bya leading into suites of palatial 
apartments, brilliant with costly furni- 
ture and tasteful articles of every kind. 

The streets are all paved and sidewalked 
and named at all the corners uniformly 
and the houses numbered in white porcelain 
plates with ineffaceable letters, all in the 
same part of the outside right by the 
front door. 

The Street Cars. 

There are no electric lines, all mule 
lines, and in this Buenos Ayres has sur- 
prised me, because her people are so mod- 
ern in everything else. But it must be 
said that her street car system is thorough. 
They reach everywhere. Unlike ours, they 
do not return as they go out. They make 
circuits. Every other street you find cars 
going in different directions. And there 
are so many lines one takes a long time 
to learn them. And the unwary traveler 
will find himself going in the very opposite 
direction from which he wants to go. 
But if he will just hold on he will be 
brought back to where he started and can 
branch out afresh. 

The drivers are not allowed to overload. 
When the seats are filled no more are al- 
lowed on. You see no hanging on the 
sides. ‘The fare is about 2% cents in gold, 
or equivalent to that in their paper money, 
which is all the currency. 

This paper money in this country recalls 


our days of confederate money. There are 
masses of it and of every denomination, 
from 6 cents up, with 1% cents in: gold. 
You get it in rolls and tatters. And it 
fluctuates in value daily. It has changed 
20 points since I have been here. The gold 
dollar was at one tinfe worth $3.60 in paper. 
It ran to $3.74 and back to $3.54. The last 
quotation was $3.66. I went into a store 
to buy a bottle of mineral water and the 
druggist calculated the price by the state 
of gold and said he changed his price to 
chime with gold. All do not do that, 
however, but many do. The cholera scare 
carried up gold. The rumor of war with 
Chile did the same thing, but when the 
morning papers contained a telegram from 
Chile that the minister of foreign relations 
there had been interviewed and said that 
his country had no war feeling to Argentina 
the price popped back. 
Lotteries. 

There are lotteries by the wholesale, and 
they do an immense business. There are 
seven great incorporated lotteries in this 
city and every one ‘has 4nultitudes of 
Offices on every street with the windows 
blaring with sheets of tickets and under- 
neath great piles of gold coin to tempt 
cupidity and the streets swarm with boys 
and men selling the tickets. All of them 
are said to be immensely profitable and 
they absorb thousands of dollars. I saw 
in the paper the other day that @ Mr. 
Fillebrown, a Boston photographer, who 
has been very successful here and has a 
good Argentine wife and children, had 
won two-fifths of a prize of $30,000 in pa- 
per, equivalent to about $1,600 in gold, a 
very good haul from chance, which. will, 
of course, have @ demoralizing effect and 
make many an unfortunate yankee waste 
money that he is not able to do. 

This is as free a country as there is in 
the world. There is less restriction in 
law. There is no Sunday law at all. This 
is one of the large and vital differences 
between this and our own country, in 
which Sabbath observance is perhaps the 
leading feature of our North American 
civilization. The senate of.congress had a 
session last Sunday. Stores are kept open 
in every part of the city. The theaters are 
all in full blast, Sunday is the chief 
day for races. There is not. the 
slightest difference between Sunday se 
any other day. And strangely enough 
find the American and English residents 
Grifting into the same curren:t of action. 
We have a little Methodist and American 
and Spanish church here that is sturdily 
battling for the Sabbath. Both pastors are 
American Methodists, the pastor of the 
American branch, the Rev. William r. 
McLaughlin, and of the Spanish church the 
Rev. J. F. Thompson, who have full con- 
gregations and conduct the services twice 
a day, an hour each, Mr. McLaughlin 
preaching in American and his congregation 
being dismissed, and the Spaniards then 
immediately coming in and Mr. Thompson 
preaching in Spanish. It makes a very in- 
teresting combination, and is a typical ex- 
ample of Methodist Christian spirit and 
missionary enterprise. These pastors are 
paid by the North American Methodist 
church, and this little church is doing a 


5 noble work here. ° 


Gorgeous Funerals. 

I have never seen anything to equal the 
funerals here in the display of magnificence 
and elaboration. The hearses are immense 
affairs, and most cunningly contrived with 
great black ard white masses of plumes 
on each corner and ornamental ebony cov- 
ering. Special carriages are built for the 
mourners in glossy black with stands for 
outsiders, and liveried men in knee pants 
and solemn black suits and mourning 
chapeaus stand on the rear platforms of the 
carriages. The urdertakers vie with each 
other in these elaborate funeral mechanisms 
and advertise funerals from $1,600 down, 
specifying the ornamentation, number of 
carriages, style of dress of outsiders, and 
they characterize the different kinds of 
funerals something like the styles of archi- 
tecture. One of the grandest funerals is a 
“Louis XIV,” which is indescribably mag- 
nificent and has all the imperial mechanism 
of sorrow. 

I had a chance to see a typical funeral of 
the mest costly and regal kind when the 
Italian minister was buried, that in addition 
to all the civil elegancies, had a large mili- 
tary feature. I had a carriage to look on, 
and to my horror my enterprising driver 
boldly joinad tne procession, becoming a 
mourner, but giving a fine opportunity to 
sce the pageant. 

The private equipages here are very ele- 
gant. as complete in appointments and 
keeping as -can be found anywhere, car- 
riages the very models of finish, harness 
superbly mounted, and horses of faultless 
beauty and perfect grooming. 

The fashionable business street here is 
“Calle Florida,’’ where the fine stores are 
with a smooth pavement, ana where every- 
body fashionable rides and drives in the 
afternoons. Carriages are not allowed on it 
at night, and it 1s brilliantly lighted with 
arches and the stores blazing, and it is 
thron¢ed with pedestrians. 
ful street is “Avenida Alveir,”” where the 
diplomats live, and where the houses and 
yards are very, very fine. Minister Buch- 
anun lives on this street, and on general 
reception day of the diplomats the spectacle 
is very fine. 

The hacks here are innumerable and do 
a thriving business. The hack charges as 
much for a full load as one. To go to a 
single short point is 80 cents paper or 
about 22 cents gold; for the first hour, $1.25 
paper; for the second hour and after, $1, 
or at that rate for fractions of the hour. 

The Police. z 

Buenos Ayres has a good large police 
force of a couple of thousand men, and a 
most orderly city. The policemen are 
young men mostly. who dress in dark unij- 
forms and wear swords, and are the Very 
pink of neatness in their dress. They al- 
ways look as if they came out of band 
boxes. They are stationed in the center of 
street corners, where the street railroads 
cross, as they do at every corner in the 
business part of the city. The streets are 
always thronged with vehicles, people and 
street cars, and these policemen kKeep.wrder 
and prevent any calamity. They get $600 
in paper a year, worth fn gold about $165, or 
less than $14 a month.

GENERAL ARBITRATION TREATY. 


and 


Dangers to the United States of the 
Scheme Urged by Great Britain. 

Washington, February 14—The recent visit 
to Washington of Mr. Cremer, the British 
member of parliament, who was charged 
with the presentation to our government 
of a memorial signed by about two hundred 
and fifty’ of his colleagues in parliament, 
urging the negotiation of an arbitration 
treaty with Great Britain, has resulted in 
stimulating interest in the project, which 
had rather lagged since the introduction of 
the Allison resolution some years ago. In 
congress the proposition has taken tangible 
shape in a radical joint resolution, submit- 
ted by Senator Sherman, and referred to 
the committee on foreign relations, fully 
authorizing the president to move in the 
matter. 

While this resolution has not been entire- 
ly acceptable to the advocates of the 
scheme, it has served its purpose of form- 
ing the basis of consideration for ‘the com- 
mittee. But, meanwhile, negotiations have 
been opened between our government and 
the British ambassador that will, it is said, 
if they result. in the consummation of a 
treaty, be fraught with the gravest conse- 
quences, so far as the United States is 
concerned. In its present shape, the propo- 
sition is extremely broad, though it may 
be narrowed as the negotjations progress, 
for it contemplates nothing less than a 
great general treaty, to which the United 
States and all of the great European powers 
shall be parties, by the terms of which any 
matter in dispute between any of the signa- 
tory powers, which cannot be adjusted by 
the ordinary methods of diplomacy, shall 
be submitted to arbitration. 

There is nothing substantially new in this 
proposition, which has been discussed for 
many years in various shapes, but the fact 
that negotiations have actually begun and 
are at last really within the reach of pos- 
sibility, has had the effect to draw the at- 
tention of several senators wlo must pass 
upon any such treaty to the grave conse- 
quences that might be expected to follow 
its ratification. For instance, it has been 
urged that the Monroe doctrine, upon which 
our predominance in this hemisphere de- 
pends, would be speedily dismissed as of no 
force in an arbitration. Each of the signa- 
tory powers would be represented upon the 
arbitration commission, and as the Euro- 
pean powers would be largely in the ma- 
jority, there could be Dut one result should 
any question be submitted involving the 
application of this doctine, tv which they 
have never subscribed and have tolerated 
only because of the ability of the United 
States to maintain K against any single 
power. 

Another objection that has been advanced 
is that the arbitration treaty would abso- 
lutely deny the right of revolution, and this 
might be a very serious matter to the Unit- 
ed States. In the event that Canada should 
cast off allegiance to Great Britain it would 
probably be impossoble for this country to 
recognize her independence, much less an- 
nex the dominion, even upon the unanimous 
application of its people. Of late years the 
major part of our negotiations with Euro- 
pean powers has been made up of the set- 
tlement of difticulties growing out of our 
insistence upon the recognition of the citi- 
zenship of naturalized Americans. Upon 
this issue the United States is at variance 
with almost all of the European countries, 
which have found it essential to the mainte- 
nance of their great systems of enforced 
military service to deny the right of expa- 
triation to their subjects, and if such a ques- 
tion were submitted to arbitration the Unit- 
ed States would be cerainly defeated in its 
contention,’ and there would be no safety 
for our naturalized citizens anywhere out- 
side of the United States. 

The difficulties that at, present beset the 
pathway of negotiations leading to a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty are many, and it is 
doubtful if they can ever be overcome.

In a recent speech delivered in the 

house of representatives on the subject 


of railway regulation, Congressman 


Isidor Strauss, of New York, said: 

There is no more serious obstacle to the 
return of confidence than the presént con- 
dition of one-fourth of the railway prop- 
erties of the t'nited States, and no danmiper 
so fatal to some of the chief productive 
industries of the country as the enforced 
suspension on nearly all railroads of the 
normal and necessary work of improve- 
ment, renovation and development. Abroad 
the scandals of our railway management 
have inflicted on American credit the most 
dangerous blow it has received in this 
generation. Every form of _ security-- 
state, county, municipal and industrial~ 
has felt it, and the credit of solvent and 
well-managed railway properties has suf- 
fered from the bad reputation of those 
which, in consequcnce of reckless man- 
agement, have become bankrupt. 

The truth in this is only half told. 
The contagion of speculation which 
has been bred and nurtured in Wall 
street bas affected many of the mana- 
gers of our great railways, until now the 
test of railway management is not ad- 
equate and fair service to the public, 
nor the slow piling up of earnings, but 
the manipulation of stocks in Wall 
street. A railroad manager who has 
not developed into a greedy and reck- 
less speculator, ready to wreck his own 
and anybody else’s line of road is not 
highly thought of among the people who 
lave sent Mr. Strauss to congress. 

Some of the finest and most profitable 
railway properties in the country, espec- 
ially in the south, have been wrecked 
and ruined by Wall street manipulators 
who have managed to buy a controlling 
interest in them. The liitle all of 
widows, orphans and small stockhold- 
ers has been greedily gobbled up by 
the manipulations of speculators. It 
is no wonder that investors abroad 


have no confidence in our railways and 
are unloading their securities. Foreign- 
ers who have accumulated money can 


hardly be classed as idiots, but they 
would deserve to be hustled off to a 


madhouse forthwith if, after the ex- 
perience of the past four years, they 
‘were to manifest any degree of confi- 
dence in railway management in the 
United States. 


The truth is, there have been few 
manifestations of management. It has 
been a matter of manipulation and spec- 
ulation. There are a few railways in 
this country that have been honestly 
and conservatively managed, and while 
these have buffered, in common with all 
interests, from the blighting effects of

It 
is made of the best of steele and superbiy 
nounted with ornaments of silver.

The story of the brutal murder of Henry 
Worley while working in his Murray county 
field on April 19th of last year, has been 
told by an eye-witness and a self-confessed 


participant in the crim». 
There has been some doubt as to the 


names of the men who committed tne foul 
deed, and the minute d-tails of how it 
was dome, but that doubt was dispelled 
yesterday by a voluntary confessiin of 
James McCutcheon, who is now in the Ful- 


ton county jail. 

The confession wes made, according to 
the statement of one of the hearers, in a 
straightforward, unreserved manner, and 
at its conclusion the speaker seemed great- 


jy relieved. 

'McCutcheon has been badly wanted by 
the United States officials since the das- 
tardly murder of Henry Worley, he hav- 
hg all along been suspected of being one 
of the leaders in the crime, and no expeyse 
or labor has been spared in the efforts of 
the government to capture him. 

Yesterday's Constitution contained a full 
account of how the noted alleged white. 
capper was discovered in Arkansas by his 
partner in a patent medicine firm and how 
be was arrested at the instanc@ of that 
partner and brought back to Atlanta and 
jodged in jail to await trial of the awful 
charge against him. 

The Foul Crime. 

The murder of Henry ‘Vorley while en- 
gaged in tilling his mountaim farm in Mur- 
‘tay county on the morning of April 19, 1894, 
‘was one of the most deliberate and cold- 
Wooded crimes that ever stainet the record 
ot Murray county and the state. Worley 
was a victim of the notcrious Kuklux gang, 
ome of the largest whitecappers’ organisza- 
‘tens ever exposed, and had gained their 
@mity by exercising what he supposed to 
be his right, and what the law says 1s his 
Tight, of informing against violators of the 
United States revenue laws. Worley re- 
ported Thomas McEntire und Bradley 
Thornton and George Terry, all of Murray 
tounty, fer having vivlated the revenue 
laws, and it was for that action cf his 
that he lost his life. 

‘The kuklux had been operating in Mur- 
‘fay county for some time when Worley 
“Went before the t'nited States commissioner 
#t Dalton and testitied against the three 
Mileged violators of the law, and he did ¢o 
‘with a full knowiedye shat he would be 
flected as a victim of the regulators, but 
‘that knowledge did not deter him from 
‘Wstifying freely and fully. liven after a 
fang of sixty of the kuklux had gone to 
his house on the night of April 7th and 
took him un in the mountains and attempt- 
‘land partly succeeded in hanging Worley, 
he did not lose his brave determinatton to 
Temain at bis home with his wife and clil- 
dren and aged mother. When, by almost 
‘* Miracle, he unlossed his bands, which 
Sere ted behind him, and slipped the noose 
‘from around his reck after the murderers 
“had left him supposedly dead, aid escaped 
from an untimely death, he returned to his 
home and pursued nis usual avoca‘ion fear- 
lestly, until the Aateful morning of April 
Mh. 
Shot at His Plow. 

The. feveng>ful whitecappers were not 
Satisfied with their crucl but unsuccessful 
attempt to hang Worley, and they de. 
vised many plans of action to murder him, 
finally doing so by shooting him down in 
broad daylight and on his own premises. 

The crime was a most revolting one and 
treated the greatest indignation and horror

and north Georgia, and its perpetration

He Grows Communicative. 

He did talk on the supject about ngon 
yesterday, however, and despite the efforts 
of all the listeners and attaches of the 
jefl to keep the confession a secret, it was 
secured, nevertheless. 

It was known that McCutcheon had de- 
clined advice given him to employ an at- 
tcrney and it was thought that that de- 
clination was anu intimution that he had 
determined to make a full confession at 
or before the trial. 

The Constitution learned of the confession 
made by McCutcheon yesterday from the 
most reliable sources, and what took place 
in the jail will be repeated in the courtroom 
when the case comea up, according to that 
same source. 

He Tells the Story. 

Driven by the most relentless remorse 
and regret for the crime in which he had 
participated, McCutcheon had become recik. 
less and indifferent as to his future, and 
the confession he made vesterday was en- 
tirely voluntary: and of his own accord. 

Ife first told of his escape to Arkansas 
after the commission of the crime and how 
he had passed the time in that state In 
constant dread of being recaptured and 
breught back to his native state to answer 
for the foul deed. 

He said that the idea of being hunted and 
reminded of what he had 4one filled his 
conecience with the deepest remorse and 
that life in his condition was miserable. So 
powerful had been his fears and dread of 
being captured, he had become almost in- 
different, and made Httle effort to conceal 
his identity. 

He told of his connection with the Mur- 
ray county whitecappers and how they 
whipped mer ior informing, and said that 
he was present when they attempted to 
hamg Henry Worley on the 7th of April. 
He said that he was connected with four 
raids of the kuklux and told the details 
of those raids in a most interesting man- 
ner. When he reached the Worley murder 
point of his story McCutcheon said: 

The Thrilling Story. 

“They (the Kuklux) came to my house 
and told me to meet the boys at Jim Me. 
ontire’s. I went and there was nine of us 
there—Harris Bramlett. James McEntire, 
Frank Gilbert, John Henry Gober, Sance 
Morrison, Tobe Smith, George Hartsel, 
James Parsons and myself. 

“We all started off towards Henry Wor- 
ley’s house and had gone about three miles 
when it began to rain. We stopped to 
wait until it held up and Sance Morrison 
left us then. All of us went on to Wor- 
loy’s house and stayed around it all night, 
expecting to shoot him when he came out 
the next morning. We scattered on 
every side of the house, so that we 
would be sure to see him, but when he 
came out we were afraid to shoot him 
there and Iet him go on to his field. 

“Some of the men were sent down the 
road leading from his house to the field, 
but they would not shoot him. We all 
then went out in the woods a short dis- 
tance from where Worley was at work and 
talked about how we would kill him. 

“Finally it was decided to detai) three 
men to go over where Worley was and 
bring him out in the woods where the 
other men were. 
Enticing Their Victim. 

“Frank Gilbert, Tobe Smith and myself 
were detailed to go and bring him outside 
Where the others were waiting. We were 
afraid of Worley and thought he was 
armed and decided to go over and find out 
before we tried to bring him outside. Tobe 
Smith, Frank Gilbert and myself went 
over where Worley was and talked to him 
about different things. 

“After awhile we left him and went back 
to where the crowd Was. Then Tobe 
Smith, Frank Gilbert and myself went 
back over in the field the second time 
and when we got near where Worley was 
plowing I leveled my gun at him and told 
him to throw up his hands. 

“He made a movement and Tobe Smith 
shot him with a pistol. As he fell back I 
shot him with myedouble-barreled shotgun 
and Gilbert shot him at the same time. 

“We saw that we had killed him and we 
ran out of the field into the woods and 
then went up on Fort mountain and stayed 
until late in the evening. We all separated 
then and went home.” 

He Was Anxious to Tell. 
The prisoner told his story in an earnest 


manner and upon its conclusion he appear- 


ed tu be greatly relieved. He was told 
that by making a confession he placed 
himself in great danger of losing his life 
after the manner in which the whitecap. 
pers attempted to take Henry Worley’s by 
hanging, but it is said that he declarei 
that he was determired to make a clean 
breast of the whole affair, and did so to 
those who Were present. 

McCutcheon expressed his fears of the 
confession getting into the newspapers and 
said that he did not want it known unlil 
the time of his trial. His getermination to 
not talk for publication was firm and as 
stated, he could not be induced to speak of 
the case in the presence of a representative 
of The Constitution, even after he had al- 
ready confessed. 

It was learned that in McCutcheon’s con- 
fession he implicated a number of well- 
known citizens of Murray and ether north 
Georgia counties as being members of the 
whitecappers’ organization and taking part 
in the raids in which he was along, but 
their names could not be learned. 

Are Now in the Jail. 

Six of the nine men named by McCutch- 
eon in his confession yesterday as peing 
implicated in the Worley murder are now 
in Fulton county jail awaiting trial. 

They are James Mg@utdheon, Harris 
Bramlett, James McEntire, Frank Gilbert, 
John H. Gober and Sance Morrison. The 
other three of the party, and one of the 
actual murderers, according te MecCritch- 
eon’s story, Tobe Smith are still at 
liberty, despite the unceasing efforts of the 
United States officers to capture them. Be- 
sides Smith they are George Hartsel and 
James Parsons. 

It will be remembered that some of the 
Murray county men charged with being 
implicated in the Worley outrages, were 
placed on trial in the United States district 
court several weeks ago, und that after 
considerable discussion by the éettorneys 
for the defense and government in refer- 
ence to certain letters which it was al- 
leged had been taken from the prisoners, 
the trial was discontinued and postponed 
until February llth on discovery that the 
grand jury on January “th Aad found 
another indictment in the cases. 

Colonel Glenn, attorney for he defense, 
made the point that that discovery rvised 
another question of law and was in effect 
an entirely new indictment and on those 
grounds he moved for @ continuance, which’ 
was granted by Judge Newman. The 
cases were again postponed frora February 
llth until the April term of the court. 

Thus one by one the notorious lawbreak- 


ers of north Georgia are being run down 


and bruught to justice, five of them having 
already been sentenced to long terms in 
the Ohio pénitentiary. They were Will 
Morrison, J. T. Morrison, Wash Red, A. 
P. Duncan and J. M. Morrison and were 
implicated | in the célebrated Roper case.

AT DALTON TODAY. 


Colonel James Secures a Rearresi of 
the Parties Released Last Week. 

Last night Colonels Joe James and Tin- 
nie’ Rucker left the city for Dalton, pre- 
pared to wage the livest legal battle against 
the alleged whitecuppers that they have 
ever fought. 

The object of this sudden. visit of the 
district attorneys to Dalton was to repre- 
sent the United States government in a 
preliminary hearing before Commissioner 
Moare. 

On Weinesday afternoon, at the instance 
of the district attorney, a commissioner's 
warrant Was issued for the arrest of the 
Seven defendants who were released from 
the United States court a* few days ago 
On account of a flaw in the bill of indict- 
meut, 

These men are Dr. Sam Brown, a promi- 
nent physician of Murray county; Green 
Treadwell, an ex-smator; Judge Frank Kil- 
gore, a justice of the peace; Sylvester Kil- 
gore, J. F. Grider, Alfred Whitner and 
Robert Weaver. 

It will be remembered that all of these 
defendants were arraigned before Judge 
Newman last week on the charge cof con- 
smiracy for beating a man by the name 
of Robert Hcoker, whe had testified against 
& moonshiner before Commissioner Hamil- 
ton last eummer. When the indictment 
was read in open court the attorneys for 
the defendants moved to dismiss the bill on 
account of an error in tl date of the h2r- 
ing before Commissioner Hamiiton. 

The motion was argued and Judge @pow- 
man, aS & rratter of law, decided that he 
had no alternative but to grant the dismis- 
sal. 

On account of the importance of the case 
and the preminence of the parties indicted, 
the district attorney dtermined that he 
wculd get the men if there was any virtue 
in trying. 

Last Tuesday Colonel James ordered the 
arrest of these men on a different charge 
and directed the commissioner at Dalton. 
Ga., to issue warrants for their arrest ac- 
cordingly. The men this time are charged 
With the beating of Al Hooper, a son cf 
Bob Hooker, the one who was beaten by 
them as charged in the former bill. 

The rearrest of these men has 
no small amount of commotion among the 
people in the neighborhood of Dalton and 
the investization of the case at Daiton this 
morning will be in the nature of a big 
sensation forthis little mountain city.

READY RESPONSES. 


The Committees Are Meeting with 
Splendid Success. 


THE FIFTEEN COMMITTEE MEETS TODAY 


Incidents at the Headquarters of the Asso- 
Cciation~—Contributions Turned in 
During Yesterday. 


People that until this year never knew 
what it was to want for any of the neces- 
sities of life called at the headquarters of 
the charitable association yesterday for 
aid. It was easy to-.see that they con- 
sidered the request for charity in the rature 
of a humiliation. 

The behavior of this class was distirctly 
in contrast te that of many of the hurgry 
ones who flocked about the association 
doors all day yesterday and asked for food 
and fuel. The first regarded the call on 
the association as a last extremity, while 
the last regarded it in the light of some- 
thing that. had been established especially 
for them and if they did not get some- 
thing they were not receiving their just 
dues, 

The scenes about the headquarters yes- 
terday were varied and oftentimes pathetic. 
A thin-faced woman approached one of the 
busy clerks yesterday morning and timidly 
touched him on the arm to attract Lis at- 
tention. 

“What can we do fer you, ma’int” he 
asked. 

“Oh, not at ali,” said she, Iushing io her 
forehead, ‘I’m not the one. I’m not here 
for myself, you know. I don’t have to 
have help. I have come for a poor wo- 
man who has two children and an invalid 
mother to support, and who has been un- 
able to get work. They have had very 
little to eat The woman wou!ld never 
come here for help; she is too proud to ask 
aid, and I don’t blame her. l am not 
able to help her myself.’’ 

The clerk asked for the name of the wo- 
man addressing him and she told him what 
it was. There was a familiarity about it 
that he could not at once account for. 

“We'll send out something to your neigh- 
bor,”’ he said. 

‘Let me take it to her,’ she requested, 
almost pleadingly, “it will be much bet- 
ter.’’ 

She received the food and when she had 
gone the clerk looked over some letters 
that were on file. One of them referred to 
the very woman that had spoken to him 
only a few minutes before and mentioned 
her as “‘too proud to ask aid.”” The re- 
quest was checked and ¢dhe food and fuel 
had been delivered during her absence. 

Another Almost as Bad. 

For nearly an hour during yesterday 
morning the clerks observed a well-dressed, 
middle-aged man walking about near the 
counter. He said nothing to any of the 
clerks but watched with interest, the pro- 
ceedings. Finally one of the clerks walked 
up to him and asked if he wanted any- 
thing. The man hesitated for a moment 
and took the clerk to one side. 

“J am not an applicant,”’ he said. “I am 
a man who, two years ago, had 320,00. 1 
have lost it through reverses. I do not 
want any charity. I want to get seme 
coal and some food if I can get it with the 
understanding that I may be allowed to 
pay for it when I get work. Il have a 
family and tomorrow we will have noth- 
ing to eat and no coal to vurn; my friends 
disappeared when my money did.”’

There is an«old man who has a little 
stock of cigarettes and chewing gum that 
he peddles about the streets and supports 
an invalid wife and blind daughter with 
the proceeds. He has never applied for 
aid, though the charitable association has 
sent him coal and wood several times. 

During the present cold spell, he sold his 
thread-bare overcoat in order to get some- 
thing to eat. Though his clothes are poor 
and thin, he has gone out every day and 
tried to sell some of his stock in trade. 
Wednesday the attention of the charitable 
association was called to him, and he was 
furnished with a new suit of clothes and 
provisions and coal for several days. He 
has never, during all his trials, applied for 
aid from any one.

SEEMS TO BE A CROOK 
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A Racecourse Man Under Arrest at 
Police Headquarters. 


HE KNOWS A THING OR TWO 


Two Other Men, Against Whom There Is 
No Evidence, Being Held, Suspected 
of Being Connected with Him. 


The city detectives are under the impres- 
sion that they have discovered a gang of 
crooks that could give pointers to the 
best men in the country. 

They have arrested three men that are 
now held as prisoners and one that they 
allowed to go free, but not until they had 
expressed regret at their mistake in ar- 
resting ‘him. ‘ 

The three men now under arrest ate 
Harry Raymond, W. H. Smith and Fred 
W. Hutchinson. The first named inan Stys 
he is a race track follower and Sm'tp was 
the proprietor of a cheap restaurant on 
Peachtree street, in the Lasement cf the 
Norcross building. 

Hutchinson says he is a railroad clerk 
and was here in search of einployment, 
The three officers who arrested the tiiee 
men claim that their prisoners “re mem- 
bers of an organized gang that :as mem- 
bers in every large city in the country. bo 
far they have secured no positive evidence 
that connects any of these men with such 
a gang; that is, they have made nothing 
public that goes to prove their ussevt'o4. 

The Clue That Worked. 

Several days ago Harry Raymoad, a bar- 
tender at the Isle of Champagne,.in the 
Grand, received a letter that was not in- 
tended for him. It was for the Harry Ray- 
mond now under -arrest. 

When he received this letter he opened 
and read it. The writer, who signed him- 
self, “You Know Who,” gave an account 
of several robberies and said ne was glad 
to know that the boys in Atlanta were do- 
ing well, Raymond turned this letzer cover 
to Acting Chief of Detectives Bedford and 
he detailed Barrett, Ivy and Mehaffey, who 
made the arrests, to work u» the cese. 
They deposited the letter at ihe porotfice 
in the general delivery and then Watched 
for Harry Raymond. After three dais he 
came and after veing given the - tell-tale 
letter he was arrested by Detective Me- 
nafley, who was watching for iim 

Was a Race Course Man. 

Raymond declined to tell where his 
bearding house was and Mehaffey took him 
to the police station. There, under u hot 
fire of questions for the detectives, Ray- 
mond said he was u race course man and 
had been to the winter meeting at New 
Orleans. The detectives had been led to 
believe, from the letter sent to Itaymecnd, 
that he was a pickpocket and was one of 
a gang that robbed the dclegates to the 
woman’s suffrage con/en:ion. Nothing 
that Raymond would tell the officers gave 
them any clue to work un and they finally 
resorted to other methods io cttch up with 
him, 

The Dutch Janitor Plays Detective, 

Bob Mewriter is a German and is one of 
the janitors at the police station. He has 
never been noted for detective ability, but 
he surprised himself and every one about 
the butiding when he did a really smooth 
piece Of work shortly after Raymond was 
arrested. One of the officers told ‘him to 
talk with Raymond and find out something 
about him. Mewriter went to the man and 
said he could arrange for his release for 
$25. If there is anything that the janitor 
can do to perfection it is to luok sad. 

He told Raymond he was a pour man 
and in great need of money. The grsdner 
was thrown off his guard and wrote a rote 
that ‘he asked Mewriter to deliver to Smith 
at his restaurant. He gave the note to the 
officer and the arrest of Smith fullowed. 
The note was not addressed. In it Ray- 
mond said he was under arrest and cculd 
sécuree his release for $25. He wrote: 

‘Please see the doctor an4 tix ii.“ 

He then asked for instructions «as to 
where he must go when ho was released 
and if he must go to the room be Nad been 
living in or leave town. 

How Hutchinson Was Arrested. 

While the watch was being kept at the 
postoffice for Raymond a search of the 
boarding houses near the venter of the city 
was being made. The lettsr that had been 
received at the Isle of Chamvagye by the 
wrong Raymond had several referen és to 
New Orleans in it. During the zearch the 
boarding house at 71 North Forsyth street 
was visited. There it was learned that a 
young man from New Orleans was board- 
ing. His room was searched and the next 
day he was arrested before he had eaten 
his breakfast. | 

The cause of Hutchinson's arrest seems 
to have been the fact that he cume from 
New Orleans and kept uis Onger neils 
clean. When his room was eesarrbed a 
patent nail cleaner that looks sunieiling 
like a conductor’s punch was found. 

The detectives immediately decid-d that 
this was used to wit Watcn:i1ims with 
and that Hutchinson was a very tolg bad 
man and a daring anc nuvchly-wanted 1a«n. 
Hutchinson does not nave the appe: ence 
of a crook and does not act like a min who 
had ever picked a pocket or rubbed a safe. 

Hutchinson tells of nimself in a very 
straightforward way and says he was em- 
ployed as billing clerk for the Southern 
racific railroad in New Orleans. Ne Jost 
his position and came here, he says, hoping 
to secure employment. He did not have 
enough money when he reached here to pay 
his board and asked his landlady to wait 
until he could have money sent him from 
his home. She agreed to do this and he 
wrote to the Knights of Pythias for as- 
sistance. He received a telegram just be- 
fore his arrest saying that money would 
be sent him to return to his home. 

This telegram was signed by Ambrose 
Kuhn, who Hutchinson says is the keeper 
of records and seals of Paragon bdge No. 
16 Knights of Pythias. There does not 
seem to be any evidence to shew that 
Hutchinson is connected with anything 
crooked or that he even knows the other 
men under arrest. 

Marry Raymond, the Tout, Talks. 

Harry Raymond, the tout, is a smart 
fellow, with blue eyes and light hair. He 
knows a thing or two and is not easily 
frightened. What he has told the officers 


would fill a large book, buf the information 


is not worth much. 

He does not deny that the letter he re- 
ceived was for him, Dut says that Smith 
and Hutchinson know nothing of him. 

“Why,” he said last night, “that poor 
fellow Hutchinson don’t know me. I never 
saw him before. When I was arrested I 
said I didn’t know what street my room 
was on, and I didn’t. The detectives took 
me out to hunt for it. I couldn't find it, 
so they took me out again the next day 
and we went to Hutchinson’s boarding 
house. One of the detectives asked the 
landlady if I was the man. 

“Then I knew they were bunting for 
some one that they thought was with me 
and I just said to myself, ‘here’s another 
victim,’ but did not take them to my room 
just the same. Now this man Smith had

and I had been in it several times. I had 
a man with me named Oscar Edwards; he 
is a book agent and I met him in New 
Orleans. I knew he would be looking for 
me and that is one reason that | sent the 
note to Smith’s.

“I passed him yesterday,” said Raymond 
last night, “while the detectives had me. 
I said nothing and he went on by. I cuess 
he is gone now, though he may be here.” 

Smith claims to have cume nere from 
New York and says he is an innocent 
man and that his business has been ruined 
by his arrest. He says he never saw Kay- 
mond until he came to Atlanta. 

Arrested an Innocent Man. 

Carl Witt is, or was, a peddler of wiener- 
wurst at the old Norcross corner and has 
been here for several years. He was em<~ 
ployed by Dr. Joseph Jacobs in his drug 
store and is so well known about town that 
the cab horses nod to him when he passes 
the cab stand at the union depot. He was 
arrested though and taken to the police 
station, where he was kept all night on a 
charge of suspicion. He was released next 
day and an apology miade t? him. 

Witt is an enterprising little Hebrew that 
is liked by every pefson who knows him. 
On the day of his arrest he went into the 
portion of the Norcross bullding occupied 
by Venable’s soda fountain. Venable had 
a large coffee boiler that he wanted to sell. 
Witt went into Smith’s place to see if he 
would buy it. Just at that time the de- 
tectives entered and he was arrested. The 
next day Dr. Jacobs learned of his trouble 
and had him released. The officers saw 
they had made-a mistake and were only 
too glad to release Witt. 

Think There Are Female Crooks. 

The detectives say that they have in- 
formation that leads them to believe that 
there are two or three women that were 
with Raymond and Edwards. They claim 
that Smith was the king of the gang here 
and that all stolen goods were to be turned 
over to him. ? 

Raymond and Smith were taken to a 
photographer’s yesterday and their pic- 
tures were taken. These will be sent over 
the country. A cash boy says he saw 
Smith and Raymond pick a woman’s pocket 
in Winslow’s notion store on Whitehall 
street Jast week. Such a case was reported 
to the police. 

The cash boy is the only one who claims 
to have seen the men. Raymond’s room 
was finally found last night. He had been 
boarding at 37 heat. When the room 
was searched nothing was found that gave 
any evidence of his being a crook. 

Hutchinson was given permission to wire 
to his people last night. He says his wife 
is now in New Orleans and lives at 15 
Der Biguny street. He will wire her today. 


Raymond Wanted to Hit Mewriter.

Stevens & Co.'s Cotton Letter. 


New York, February 14.—The bulls had 
Father Winter with them today. Cold 
Weather at the south cut down the re- 
ce.jts and raised prices. Besiges, Liver- 
poOgl was slightly higher. Snow’ flurries 
were predicted for Louisiana, Texas and 
Arkansas. There was a heavy snow fall 
in Texas, and a Fort Warth dispatch sai. 
that fully six inches had fallen since last 
hight, adding that, since the big snow 
of January 27th, there had been but two 
days when the mercury was above freezing, 
and then only for a few hours. At Abilene, 
Tex., the thermometer this morning was

28. This was undoubtedly pretty cold for 
the land of “’simmon seed and sandy 
bottom,’’ and it may cause quite a diminu- 
tion of receipts for a time. Anyhow, prices 
went up today about 4 points on the light 
arrivals, though part of the advance .was 
lost later on.

There is 
enough of it to ultimately depress prices 
unless there is a complete somersault in 
the present cdénditions of trade and specu- 
lation, which are in the main anything 
but favorably to an improvement in prices.

HE IS HERE TO WORK FOR A REVIVAL 


Gent as & Missionary to Atlanta, He Comes 
to Conduct a Series of Meetin ce at the 
Courthouse, Beginning Sunday.

Rev. Q. H. Shinn, general missionary of 
the Universalist Church of America, is in 
Atlanta for the purpose of conducting a re- 
vival here, and waging an active cam- 
- paign of education with respect to the 
faith and creed of the Universalists . 

The first meeting will be held Sunday at 
U o'clock at the courthouse. 

He has secured the courthouse for hold- 
ing his meetings, and will be tn Atlanta 
several wecks. 

It is probable that he will have two meet- 
ings a day while here, thus affording every- 
’ pody a chance to attend, and learn of. the 


doctrines of this church. 

This is a faith about which dut little is 
known in this. section, Mr. Shinn claims. 
Many people think Univergalism is synony- 
mous with infidelity, but Mr. Shinn says 
this belief is founded on ignorance of the 
creed of his church. 

“On the contrary,” said he yesterday, 
“we think’there is a Savior who will not be 
defeated in the great mission He came to 
earth to do. 

“We believe in a perfect God, and in the 
absolute certainty of punishment. But we 
believe that righteousness is to be ultimate- 
ly victorious in every-human heart, and 
‘that mankind will, in the end, be saved 
from sin and sorrow. Believers tn Univer- 
selism are also believers in the proposi- 
tion that divine punishment’ will be severe 
in this world and the world to come, but 
_ they believe at the same time that these 
punishments wiil be dealt out to mankind 
for the purpose of saving them from eyer- 
lasting punishment, and, that in the end, 
they will be obedient and thus saved. In 
this way we believe that peace will be re- 
stored to humen souls, and that God's 
- government will drive out ali hate and 
prejudice and all the wicked passions, and 
cause love to reign supreme in every heart. 

‘Ys not this the right sort of religion af- 
ter all? Now, we are not responsible for 
the belief among some to the effect that 
our faith is nothing more nor less than that 
ajl the worid shall be saved; that lite 
shall be rounded with perfect happiness, 
no matter how wicked we have been on 
earth; that in spite of manifold sins we 
shail walk right into the flowery beds of 
ease and be at rest without ever knowing 
what punishment is, without ever dream- 
ing of harcships. That is not the faith of 
the Universalists. Some people believe we 
have no better creed than this—a sort of 
delusive song without an air that anybody 
can sing and be happy. 

“Wedo believe in punishment. We do be- 
lieve in a true and perfect God. We do 
believe in a Savior. The only difference in 
our faith and that of the various other 
creeds is that we think with all these di- 
vine laws and punishments we will finally 
be saved. We hold to the faith that our 
Savier was not sent into the world to save 
sinners and failed. We have implicit faith 
in Him, and we know that He will save 
us. He will not fail in His mission. He 
came to save mankind, and he is going to 
be triumphant and victorious.”’

“I have been sent here by the church as a 
missionary. I have come to preach the 
doctrines we teach and the faith we hold 
to and will endeavor to expound that faith 
60 that all can understand and not be in 
ignorance as to the creed. 

“I shall have meetings hcre continually 
day and night for two or three weeks and 
Will endeavor to work up a revivait and 
arouse interest in the church to which we 

That is 
true, but I should have said in addition 
that I was asked to come to Atlanta by the 
Universalists of this city. There are a 
great many ladies in Atlanta who are 
Universalists, and they are the ones who 
asked that a missionary be sent here.

A BLAZE IN DECATUR LAST NIGHT. 


The Store of Mr. Ramapeck Destroy- 
ed—Residences Threatened. 
“Decatur had a destructive blaze and one 
that furnished ga lot of excitement last 

night at 10 o'clock. 

One store, a substantial brick structure, 
two stories high, that has stood for years 
in the old town, was entirely destroyed 
with its contents, and the hardest firefight- 
ing that has ever been seen anywhere 
Was necessary io save the residence of 
Colonel H. C. Jones from total destruction. 
But for the snow, which covered the roof 
of the house, and which, melted by the 
heat, showered down upon the blaze, this 
residence would have been destroyed. 

The fire was discovered in the second 
Story of the big brick store of Mr. T. R. 
Ramspeck. This was one of the largest 
general merchandise establishments in 
Decatur and was well stocked. The fire 
made rapid progress and in a short time 
enveroped the entire upper portion of the 
bullding and spread to the lower floor. 

The volunteer fire company turned out 
With their buckets and did vadiant service. 
All Decatur was present and watched the 
Gestruction of the building. I burned 
With great rapidity, and the firemen were 
not long in discovering that their efforts 
to save the burning building were in yain 
and that’it was wisest to turn their at- 
tention to the adjoining building, which 
was seriously threatened. 

The adjoining building was the residence 
of Colonel H. C. Jones, the well-known ai- 
torney, who has an office in this city, and 
it caught several times. The firemen 
worked like heroes, however, and prevented 
its destruction with the aid of the melting 
snow on the roof. 

The fire furnished considerable excite- 
ment in Decatur and vicinity. The blase 
refiected upon the white earth made a 
‘picturesque scene and one’not soon to be 
forgotten. It was distinctly visible from 
many parts of the city. 

The loss will aggregate $2,500, of which 
$1,500 Is covered by insurance. Both the 
pbuilding and the store belonged to Mr. T. 
R. Ramspeck.

Though advanced in years, having passed 
the golden limit of four score years that 
nature allots to her favored children, Mrs.

Dr. Cook, tae Arctic Explorer, Proposes 
to Brog One Here, 


TOWN 


And He Is Oniy Waiting ‘or the Snow to 
Clear Up to Begin Work—Othber 
Exposition Notes. 


CONTRACTOR GRACE § IN 


Dr. Frederick. A. Cook, commander of 
the American antaretic expedition, and who 
has traveled extensively in the arctic re- 
gions, has made a highly interesting propo- 
Sition to President Collier, of the exposi- 
tion. 

He wants to have an extensive Eskimo 
village here, typical of the Eskimos, and 
filled with genuine Esquimau people whom 
he proposes to bring here in large num- 
bers for the purpose, 

His plan, as outlined to President Col- 
lier, is a highly interesting one. Mr. Cook's 
home is in Brookiyn, and he is quite well 
known in connection with arctic explora- 
tion. He is at the head of a scheme to ex- 
plore the antarctic regions, the object of 
which is to gain exact scientific of the vast 
unexplored territory surrounding the south 
pole. Dr. Cook was with the Peary expe- 
dition in 1891 and 1892, and is possessed of 
much valuable information concerning the 
arctic regions and the [Eskimo race. 

In his letter to President Collier, he says: 

“Brooklyn, N. Y., February 12.—Dear bur: 
In the published accounis of the Cotton 
States and International exposition I have 
seen no mention of the possibility of an 
Eskimo viflage. I believe that the 
aadition of a ‘true arctic gettiement to 
the fair would immensely interest the peo- 
ple of the southern states and greatly at- 
tract the nations from Seuth and Central 
America. 

“l have spent several years among the 
Eskimos of the far north; have made their 
habits and cusioms a spevjal study, and 
am in a position to tiansplant a true Eski- 
mo Village, with all its accessories to your 
grounds in time for the exhibition. I now 
have great quantities of relics and arctic 
curios—the resuit of my northern explora- 
oe would add great interest to the 

air. 

“The willage at Chicago caused a great 
commotion, and no little interest, but these 
were halfbreeds taken from Labrador, and 
none had ever seen the arctic regions. 
How much more interesting would a true 
family of aborigoes be? It would be my ob- 
ject to present a true ethnographic repre- 
sentation of the far northern Eskimo—those 
that hve in skin tents, snow houses and 
mossy mounds—with as much of the natur- 
al surroundings as it would be possible to 
erect. A village of this kind would attract 
great attention among scientific men, and 
would be a credit to the exposition.

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A RINGING ADDRESS. 


Colored Men of Florida Appeal to the 


Race for the Exposition, 

The representative colored men of Florida 
are determined to see their state finely 
represented at the exposition. 

M..M. Lewey, the widerawake editor of 
@ paper at Pensacola, attended the meet- 
ing held here a few weeks ago of the 
southern commissioners, While here, he 
made a very encouraging talk, which 
showed that he was thoroughly in earnest 
in his work. 

. Since going beck, he has worked up in- 
terest in the scheme, through his paper 
and in other ways. 

The following address has just been sent 


out by the Florida board: 

“To the Colored People of the State of 
Florida: A great cotton states fair is to 
be held at Atlanta, Ga., from September 
18, 18985, to January 1, 1896, for the purpose 
of displaying to the worid the resources, 
possibilities and progress of the southern 
states. The intention is, to make such a 
showing as will invite capital, excite in- 
terest and promote the prosperity of this 
section of the United States. A no less im- 
portant result will be that all elements of 
the south will be brought together, will 
become better acquainted with the inevi- 
table consequence of broader sympathies, 
keener appreciation and a stronger s- 
nition of the bonds that uyéte each th 
the other. 

"Extensive exhibits will be made by 
northern corporations and by European, 
Asiatic, African and South American coun- 
tries. Thousands oi people from all over 
the world will visit the fair, and the south, 
our home, will stand on tmal. Our inter- 
ests are indissolypiy linked with the des- 
tinies of this “svithland, and whatever 
tends to benefit the cotton states brings its 
blessings to the fireside of each one of 
us. Recognizing this, the management has 
earnestly and honestly asked our co-opera- 
tion. They know that when it is shown 
that a large and increasing class of the 
colored people of the south are thrifty, 
progressive and intelligent, that one . of 
the greatest barriers to the advancement of 
this section will have been removed. . They 
have, therefore, offered to bear the ex- 
pense of putting up a large and handsome 
building, paying for its care and equip- 
ment, if we will collect and make an ex- 
hibit there that will piace us fn our true 
light before the woritd as industrious, en- 
terprising citizens. The building is to be 
erected negro contractors, who will 


| employ only negro mechanics. The entire 


project, from start to finish, is to be 
offi and manned by negro brain, 
‘brawn and skit:. If it succeeds, it will be 
entirely due to the virility and capacity 
of negro manhood and the race faith and 
pride of negro women. If it fails, it will 
be due to negro incompetency. if there 
is stamina in us, this opportunity gives 
us a chance to prove it. If wg are a race 
of weaklings, neglect to seize this chance 
will show it. The colored people of the 
ten other cotton states are moving brave- 
ly in the matter. What will Florida do? 

“We, the undersigned, without any solici- 
tation of our own, have been appointed by 
the directory at Atlanta as a state board 
of commissioners to organize and push 
ihe work in Florjaa. A great responsi- 
bility has fallen on us, afd we are anx‘ous, 
for the honor »f our i:ace and our state.

This he did and discovered at 
“Little Charley’s’’ house some of the stolen 
property. At the rooms used by the other 
two was found a portion of the booty. 
Judge Bloodworth remanded them all to 
jail and placed their bond at $500 each. 
The preliminary hearing will occur Satur- 
day morning at 10 o’clock. 

Chisolm Is Calm and Cheerful. 

‘“L'ttle Charley’’ Chisolm is not unused to 
prison walls and accepts the situation 
serenely. He denies that he is implicated 
in the robbery and says that he doesn’t 
know whose store was robbed. He remem-

“Tt wuz like this,’’ said Chisolm yester- 
day, “I wuz at my house peaceful-like on

I've had my dose of the ‘pen.’ ”’ 
Who Little Charley Is. 

“Little Charley’? Chisolm is “Little Char- 
ley’ in contradistinction to “Bis Charley,"’ 
hoth of whom married sisters. Now the 
two Ch'isolms have not been without ca- 
reers of an eventful nature. 

The two Charleys were in the counter- 
feiting business in the fail of 1892 ‘and their 
den was raided. They were both arresied 
and “Big Charley” plead guilty, in the 
hope that .“‘Little Charley’ might not be 
convicted. After their conviction both 
were sent to the Columbus, O., peniten- 
tiary, where they served sentences of two 
years each. 

“Tittle Charley’ could not be subdued. 
He was forever up to something that was 
against the rules. Some time ago he de- 
livered himself as follows, speaking vf his 
penitentiary life: 

“I'm done with dirty work. But I had 
my fun up there in the pen, an’ ['m a son 
of a gun if I didn’t catch some warm flog- 
gins. Down in the cellars twenty-one 
times, the hummin’ bird more times ‘an 
fingers on me last han’, an’ the butterfly.”

At the banquet last Tuesday evening 
Hon. Simon Wolf, in his eloquent speech 
delivered on that occasion, suggested the 
idea of taking up a collection for the bene- 
fit of the Hebrew Orphans’ hcme of this 


city. 

The proposition was receiyed with great 
enthusiasm and the sum of $1,600 was 
raised in a few minutes. A number of lib- 
eral Hebrews who were not present will 
ro doubt raise the amount to %,000. 

In order to increase the size of the home 
an extension of the building was com- 
menced several weeks ago and the purpose 
of the fund is to aid in the completion of 
this work. The home is crowded to its ut- 
most capacity and there are still several 
children in the district who ought to Be in 
the home, but who are prevented on ac- 
count of insufficient room. 

A final meeting of the board of control 
was held at the Hebrew Orphans’ asylum 
yesterday morning and the local manage- 
ment was highly complimented. A lot of 
unfinished business was transacted, after 
which the board finally adjourned. 

Mrs. Sonn Surprised. 

Yesterday afternoon a very interesting 
scene was enacted in the chapel. 

The members of the board of contro] and 
several delegates to the convention 4as- 
sembled at the home and promptly at 4 
o’cleck they called the children into the 
chapel. Mr. and Mrs. Sonn were also fre- 
quested to meet the board. 

No one devined the object of this unex- 
pected visit on the part cf the board until 
Mr. Wolf stepped forward and, in a brief 
speech, explained the situation. He ex- 
pressed his delight and hanpiness at seeing 
the children so well cared for and he recog- 
nized in their polished and beautiful man- 
ners the parenhtial influence of Mrs. Sonn, 
who had largely supplied the absence of 
a mother’s love. He approved the excel- 
lent work of the superintendent and de- 
clared that no asylum in the country was 
better equipped and regulated. The ten- 
derness of Mr. Wolf’s little speech provoked 
rrany of his hearers to tears and nearly 
every one who heard him was moved.

The Detective Tried Before the Board of 


Police Commissioners.

THE CHARGES AGAINST HIM FELL FLAT 


TNO 
A Verdict of Exoneration Rendered by the 


Commissioners Without Leaving 
Their Seats. 


a 


Detective Jim Wooten was tried before 
the board of police commissioners yester- 
day afternoon and exonerated. 

Before the case had proceeded far it 
was evident that the testimony against 
the officer would not sustain the charges 
against him. One or two interesting wit- 
hesses Were introduced, however, and their 
stories verged upon the sensational. 

The charges against Wooten were made 
out by Captain T. J, Donfalson, svurperin- 
tendent of the county. convicts, who stated 
that he, together wi several others, had 
been prosecuted in gaming cases and that 
the prosecution was prompted by malicious 
motives, 

lt was also specified in the charges that 
Wooten had overstepped his authority in 
soing outside of the city to have the 
cases charged. 

None of these were sustained. 

The fuil board of commissioners was 
present when Captain Donalson, question- 
et by his attorney, Mr. John Clay Smith, 
told that in the first of November an ac- 
cusation was sworn out against him and 
several of his brothers. When the cases 
called before Judge Cook, Detective 
Wooten appeared to prosecute § them, 
Throughout the whole case Wooten was 
conspicuous and pressed the case, al- 
though the evidence showed that they 
were innocent. Afterwards, he said the 
detective, prompted by a desire to oppress 
him, carried the cases before the grand 
jury and pushed the indictments. 

‘When Captain Donalson had finished 
there was some discussion among the com- 
missioners to whether the bailiwick of 
Jihige Cook was within the corporate lim- 
its. It was discovered that by action of 
the council police authority has been ex- 
tended to the old fair grounds. The lo- 
cality in question was embraced in this. 

Patrick Was Pecaliar. 

A peculiar witness was Fred Patrick, 
through whose information the cases 
against the Donalsons were prosecuted. 
He stated that Wooten informed him just 
after he had been fined in the city court 
that if he would give the names of other 
gamblers Solicitor Thomas would remit 
$2.0 on his fine for each case brought in. 

“Then,” continued the witness, “I gave 
him the names of the men who were 
brought out before Justice Cook. I told 
him that | knew of their gambling about 
in the woods. 1 think the place was Col- 
lier’s woods. He asked me if I would 
swear to that and 1 told him I would. 
“When we went out to Judge Covk’s, Mr. 
Tom Donalson called me a Har when I 
Wes_on the stand. After the cases were 
dismissed, Chief Conn said that I was 
under arrest. i asked him what for. He 
said that the judge ordered itt Mr. Wooten 
then told him that’ he had no charge 
against me and had me reieased.”’ 

Glenu Defends the Detective 

Colonel W. C. Glenn, who appeared fur 
the detective, interrogated Patrick, who 
ucknoWledged that he was Mtimidated dur- 
ing the trial before Judge Cook. 

Patrick said that he was sick when the 
bills came before the grand jury and did 
not testify. He was closely questioned as 
to why he gave the names of the Donal- 
sons to Wooten. He insisted that it was 
only with the idea of reducing his fine, 
as he was told by Wooten that he could 
induce Solicitor Thomas to take off 2.50 
on his fine fur each gambler he reported. 
Mr. Glenn objected to this testimony as 
no reference had been male in the speci- 
fications to this feature. ‘The board, how- 
ever, decided that it was permissible, but 
as Chairman English announced, it would 
tuke into consideration only that part 
which told upon the specific charges. 

Wooten's Price Was $5. 

George W. Walton said that he was pres- 
ent when the proposition was made by 
Wooten to give Patrick $% for each name 
reported; that is, that the emount would 
be allowed by the selicixvor on his fine. 

Mr. kL. McConnell, Soltcitor Thomas’s 
bailiff, wrote out the first accusations 
against the Donalsons. He was introduced 
by the defense and stated that he heard 
Patrick say that he would swear he had 
seen the men, whose names he had given 
to Wooten, playing cards for money. 

Mr. Glenn wanted to Know if it was the 
custom with Solicitor Thomas to allow 
$2.50 on the tines he imposed for the name 
of each gambler reported by the defendant. 

“J never heard of such a thing,’’ answered 
Mr. McConnell, emphatically. 

Was Acting Under Orders. 


In his stacement Detective Wooten de- 
nied that he had oppressed any of the Don- 
alsons. He said that he was acting under 
orders from headquarters and was prompt- 
simply by the desire to do his whole
